; i p pen red to make popular and customary rights Mib-ervient to the improve- 
ment of forest conservancy. The Durbar takes this opportunity of recording its 
views tiiat the only satisfactory forest settlement scheme is one which after 
fully considering all the interests concerned, adequately provides for the wants 
of agriculture as well as for beneficial forest conservancy. In earning out thi- 
policy I am glad to remark that the present forest Superintendent lias given me 
cordial and able assistance.

1 heir rights have been (1) to get timber for their houses and agrieultur il 
purposes (2) to graze their cattle. The-u rights were thoroughly gone into and 
the villages were reclassified and approved by the - Durbar. It, lias given 
satisfaction to all tlio-e concerned. 

•*- Standard of ijra zinq area. — As to grazing area there was no liscd 
standard to work with. It is pleasing to record that with the coneum nee of 
the villagers a fairly correct stmdard has been obtained. It is to allow one 
acre per head of cattle as a pa- tore ground. 

' *■!. llc-adjustmcnt of forest boundaries . — .It must be here remarked 

tint the forests are only close 1 for -1 months ami the villages have to fall hack 
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on tuc BtanMarM area oniv u nen the forests arc closed. On this jtrinctnlc tlu- 
tosc«t boundary ivas re-adjusted which resulted in giving up !) square tniics of 
re-erred area. This decrease in the reserved area is justifiable. as it was made 
in satisfaction of the jti-t and long established rights of the villagers concerned. 
The houndarv pillars were accordingly shifted. 

.I. Xi tr rules. — A new set of rules for ghing forest produce to right 
holders and to the criminal tribes was jmhlished. 

(i. Forest art. — The forest act with slight modifications was brought 
mta force on 1st January J 81) 1. 

7. Jnenase in fores! arm — It is gratifying to note that at the close 
of the rear the Thaktir of Raipur yielded and his forests covering an area of 
about 20 square miles have been brought under regular forest conservancy 
(rn/i appendix A). Thus the net increase in the conserved forest area has 
been 11 square miles. 

S. Inert use of forest area tni'ler consideration. — The proposal for the 
o mservaticn of forests in the Jaitaran and I'arbatsar districts is under the con- 
sideration of the Durbar. 

0. Boundaries. — The pillars were kept in good order lint many altera- 
tions have been made in deference to the interest of the right holders and with 
the approval of the Durbar as noticed in para. *1. 

10. Survey. — The Settlement Department Amins have surveyed ard 
mapped the fields belonging to Jagirdare in various forests. 

11. Breaeli of Forest rides. — There has been a marked decrease in 
both the number of grave ott'ences tried by the Hakims and that of the ease- 
compounded by the Superintendent, which as the Superintendent rightly 
lemarks is due to sufficient areas having been left out for the right holder- as 
also to the timely and copious downpours of rain. 

12. Forest fires. — There were 8 fire occurrences covering an area of 
1,12-1 acres, one that occurred in Sojat Range in Shiryari forest was however 
serious, the offenders paid the compensation. 

13. Gratiny. — The number of cattle that grazed during the year was 
more than double of the preceding year. The grass was abundant and the 
forests were open for grazing for about 81 months. 

1-). Natural and artificial reproduction. — They are reported to lie 
generally satisfactory. Sowings were made in several forests to fill up gaps with 
\ arious results. A new nursery was made at Xagur (Rijapur forests) with a 
stew to raise shady plants. The bamboo cnlams are being tiled on a larger 
. scale tnan before and the results are encouraging. A piece of 10 acres of-DW' 
in Desuri forest was coppiced for the improvement of the forest. 
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l.». Arboriculture . — There were C plantations when the l:\~t year closed 
covering an area of Si acres to which two more of 20 acres were added. Two 
nurseries at the forest 'well and Sardar Hist la lines were kept up and 0 more 
were started duiing the year. The reboisemont works at JJada Uhakar are 
doing well, stone </<>tras were made for the protection of 150 new plants. 

10. Produce. — There has been a considerable increase in the produce 
of timber and fire- wend. 

1 7. finance . — The financial re- tilts of the year arc very satisfactory. 
There has been a surplus of about Its. -1,030. 

]-S. Staff. — I’ar.dit Goknl Das, the Superintendent continued to dis- 
charge bis duties in an efficient m innrr. T)ih Department lias greatly improved 
through the energetic exertions of thi- able and hard working officer.

1, Some very important changes have taken place in the Fore«tadmini'- 
tr.uion, during the year mulct report. 

2. A- suggest! d by Colonel II. 15. Abbott, llo-ident, Western 
Uaiputnun State- a li*t of tight holders wa* prepared by the .Superintendent 
and circulated among the rightholder- in order to give them the opportunity 
of proving their right-. 

When all the objection* were received in wi iting the Superintendent 
held local oivpuric-, with the assistance <>i Copal Das Knmtngo ami after hearing 
the villager-; and giving his own views forwarded the papets to Mahktna Klin* 
for final orders. Since then oidcr.shave la on pas-ed by Mahknia K lias on ca se- 
rein ting to di-puted rights and the revised list of right holders is now in course 
of preparation. 

•!. The Superintendent inspected the boundary line from pillar to 
pillar and in accordance with the Musahib Ala’s order- conveyed in hi- 
~So. 212, dated 1st April ] Sift, decided, the boundary line dispute* on the 
principle of leaving a tlu/.ara for cattle for the rainy season only, it one acre 
per head of cattle. 

5. A new set of rules for giving fore-t produce to the right holders 
and criminal tribes lms been published, in a tabular form, for the guidance ol 
the Forest official* and the right holders. 

0. The Forest act, mentioned in previous year's reports, was, after 
all, brought into force from 1st January 1st) I, with slight modifications 
suggested by the Superintendent, 

7. Compensation for forests lias been awarded to Behra, Bijapur. 
Sewari, Gbanerao, Shiryari, Snran, Depawns, Gudim Shnma, Gudhn Bade, 
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Gudha Ramsinghj Gudha Bijaji and Eaira Jagirdars. Negotiations for the 
settlement of compensation to be awarded to Nana, Kot, Jujawar, Kantalia 
and Bagri are going on. 

S. It is hoped that the remaining cases of compensation n ill be 
settled ere long. The difficulty is that the Jagirdars themselves, some time«, 
put obstacles in the way of speedy settlement of the compensation. 

9. The Nana Jagirdar wants just double the amount offered by 
Mahkma Khas calculated on the revenue for the last two or three years. Kot 
Jagirdar lias agreed to the amount oifered but has not, yet named Khnlsa 
villages lie wants to have in exchange for his. Accounts of Jujawar. Kantalia 
and Bagri are being verified. 

CHAPTER I. 

Areas and Boundaries. 


(i) Areas. 


10. Area has decreased by 9 square miles owing to the shifting of 
the boundary pillars for leaving sufficient areas for the right holders’ cattle 
during the rainy season, when state forests are closed to grazing. At the 
{ commencement of the year 1, SO, 4SU acres were under protection and leaving 
5,7G0 acres excluded during the year, there remained 1,74.720 acres of forest 
■binder the control of the Department, at the end of the year. ‘ -> g

(i) Jaitaran and Parbatsar forests. 


11. 13 forests covering an area of about 23 square miles and 

situated in Jaitaran and Parbatsar Parganas were inspected by the Superinten- 
dent during the year under report. Proposals for their conservation are now 
under the consideration of the Musahib Ala 


12. At present all of these Forets are denuded of trees and it is 
simply a misnomer to call them forests, consequently, though not worth the 
compensation from a financial point of view, but undisputed evidence exists to 
show that these hillocks were once covered with trees. Therefore it is all the 
more necessary to bring these fore-ts under conservation in the interests of 
the public and the unborn generation. 

(ii) Raipur forests. 

13. Just at the close of the year the vexed question of conserving 
Raipur forests, covering an area of abont 20 square miles, was settled. The 
aresiJias not been added to the Dnrbar forests hut the services of a* trained 

- "JTgnger have been placed at the disposal of the Jagirdar for the management q?;j_ 
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his forests. The Jagiril.tr has agreed to work liis forests according to the 
advice of the Superintendent of Forests offered to him from time to time. 

(iii) Boundaries. 

1-1. All the pillars were kept in repairs and many changes had to be 
made in the pillars in accordance with orders of the Musahib Ala. The 
Superintendent hopes that the alterations made by him have satisfied the right 
holders in nine out of ten cases. Absurd demands for more Guzam», were, of 
course, rejected. 

In. Owing to the boundary line disputes pillars were not plotted on 
to the settlement maps as the alterations made by the Superintendent required 
the formal sanction of Mahkma Ivhas and which sanction was given at the 
clo«c of the year. However, a register of pillars showing their positions 
approximately, was being prepared when the year closed. 


CHAPTER IE 

Surveys and Working Plans and Annual Plan 
of operations, 


(i) Survey and Maps. 

1G. In order to prevent extension of cultivations, field- belonging t" 
Jngirdurs. &c., situated in Jujawar, lvot and Yagol. &c . forests were surveyed 
and mapped by Settlement Department Amins. 

(ii) Working Plans. 

17. Nothing was done in this direction but data are being c.trcfulh 
recorded in anticipation of a working plan. 

(iii) Annual Plan of operations. 

IS. A plan of operations for the year was prepared and acted upon as 
nearly as possible.

20. The three Forest Ranges, i. Northern Godhwar, Southern 
Godhwar and Sojat were held by Rangers Daidat Ram, Gokul Cliand and 
•Tag m Nath respectively. Just at the close of the year order* were received 
to transfer Lala Daulat Ram Ranger to Raipur. 

21. Lala Lachhman Das Forest apprentice passed the admission 
examination and joined the Imperial Forest school at Delira Dun at the end of 
•Tunc 1893. He lias successfully gone through the 1st year’s course. 

22. All the members of the protective and oflice establishment have 
worked satisfactorily. Forest Rangers Lala Gokal Cliand and Jngan Hath 
and cletk Dasu Ram and Munshi Roop Xarain deserve special commendation. 

23. As remarked in para 2G of last year’s report an assistant Munshi 
was appointed in the Superintendent’s office owing to increase of Hindi work. 

2-1. Average pay of Forest guards during 1892-03 was Rs. 3-8 -3, 
while in 1893-94, it was 5-10-G. Some of the best Mina (Criminal tribes) 
Forest guards were given an increment of Re. 1 per mensem in their pay. 

23. During the year there were 4 dismissals and 2 resignations of 
Forest guards against 13 dismissals and 4 resignations during 1892-93.. 

fix) General Protection and breaches of the Law. 

2G. It is yet too early to speak of the results of the working of the 
new Forest act. There were fewer eases tried by Hakims than past year. 
There -Wire 12 cases pending from last year and 5 instituted, during the year, 
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28. The decrease in eases cither tried by Magistrates or compounded 
by the Superintendent is evidently due to the leaving out of Miflicienr areas 
for the right holders and the timely and copious rains. 

2!). The following statement will show the Xc. of cattle impounded 
in comparison with those of the previous year: — 
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(iii) Forest fires. 


30. The area attempted in 1 - 03-0-1 was ] 7-1.720 acres compared with 
1 SO, 4S0 acres in 1S92-93. There were S tire occurrences covering an area of 
1,12-1 acres compared with 7 occurrences over !l 10 acre- in 1802-03. Nearly 
all of these were due to the oarclcs-ne— of the Ilhils (eriniinal tlibc-} who in 
order to diive away flics from honey comb', keep smoking going on under the 
tree, and thus tiro, often, sprea Is into the forest. As these men get honey at 
night time it is most deflieult to prove -u -h ct-os. There was only one scriou- 
tire occurrence in Sojat Range in Siryari fore-t oaeran area of :tl>on t 1 J, srptare 
miles. Three suspected prr-ons w ere chain ned to the llaktimat. but they 
eventually paid a compensation of Rs. 55 and the case was compounded. 

31. The roost important feature of fire «on«civancv during the year 
wa~ that 1 \ illagcs (right hoi ler-), / r . Ssiran. Siryari. Chhechli and Mada were, 
for the first time, fined Rs. 1 (>0 for refusing to assist in the extinguishing of 
forest fires. 

The expenditure under this head tame to Rs. yBl against Its. 13 s in 
1892-93. 

(iv) Grass and grazing. 

32. The whole of 17-1.720 acre.- were closed to sheep, goats and camel- 
through out the year. Horned cattle were allowed t» graze over the whole of 
the area from April 1893, to end of June ! 893 and then from 1 5th October 1 893 
to end of March 189-1. Naturally inaccessible portions amounting to about 
50.000 acres were, of course, not grazed over by any kind of cattle. It is to be 
greatly regretted that except during the rainy season, no forest can he closed to 
grazing, on an appreciable scale, without hardship to the neighbouring village-. 
The statement showing Xo. of cattle grazed in the forests for the past two ve.tr- 
is given below : —

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33. The reason for tlie increase in the Xo. of cattle grazed is dne 
to the fact that in 1S92-93 cattle were not allowed to graze after the rainy 
season, up to February 1893, while in 1S93-94 Forests were thrown open to 
frazin;'' on lath October IS 93. 

(v) Grass by Pula system. 

34. 1 ,106 maunds of grass were collected from the right holder.-, of 
this 118 maunds were sent to Jodhpur for Kaj bullocks and 316 maunds sold 
locally and the rest supplied to the oflicero hordes. 

(vi; Natural Reproduction. 

за. During the rainy season all forests are closed to grazing, -o. as usual 
there was no lack of seedlings of Anogeissus penduia, Gol, Dharnar., Salarand 
Dliati trees but the unlimited grazing during tlie winter and hot weather killed 
most of them except in places which are too steep for the cattle to approach. 
Any how there is much improvement in this direction. Fine patches of naturally 
grown seedlings of various age- of Dliau were seen by the Superintendent in 
llehra, Bijapur, Sadhri. Vagol, Kot, Jujawar and Kantalia forests. 

(.vii) Reproduction by coppice. 

зб. Only ten acres of Dlmu were coppiced in Dcsuri forest and the 
produce disposed of as fuel and char-coal and tlie plot closed to grazing. As 
hinted in para 36 of last year’s report the coppice shoots in Saran forest are 
making good progress. Thi- plot is specially fenced and the measurements 
obtained are as follows : —

37. Unless maps arc not available no regular method of coppicing can 
he adopted. Besides, at present, there is another difficulty of disposing cf the 
‘coppice produce at a profit. However the system will be adopted in a few 
selected forests where fuel can he, locally, sold as this is the only way of working 
these forests properly. By the time a regular working Plan is made sufficient 
data will be forth-coming by means of these fellings. 

(viii) Artificial reproduction. 

38. As usual, sowings were made in several forc-ts to till up blanks. 
Tun, Nim, Babul, Shisham, Sagwnn &c., seeds were sown. With tlie exception 
of Sagwan all seeds germinated well but the seedlings were damaged by rats and 
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42. The two nurseries at the Forest well anti Sanlar Risala were 
kept up and three more were started. These live nurseries contained more 
than 12,000 plants at the close of the year. One of these nurseries is situated 
at Balsamand and is intended to plant up the maidan outside the gardens. 
This Balsamand nursery contained 1.200 Mango, 800 Jaman and 1.200 Nim 
and Shishani plants at the close of the year. One old well at Balsamand was 
repaired and used for watering the above nursery. 

(ii) Reboisement works at Bada Bhakar. 

43. This hill is about the highest of Jodhpur hillocks and is about 
G miles from Jodhpur. It is situated to the right of the Kailana stteam at an 
elevation of about 1,700 feet. There is a fine (lit spice (mostly rock) at the 
top of the hill and it is intended to /ill up this Hat space with shady trees such 
as Badla (Ficus Bcngalcnsis) Nim and Jaman, &c. Fifty plants of Nim, 
Shisham, Jamrnan and Mangoes were transplanted in 1S92-93 and 150 more 
added during the year. With the exception, of few Badla plants which were 
damaged by rats all of them arc in a flourishing condition. 

44. In order to collect wafer at flic top of the hill, a small banda lias 
also been made. As remarked in para 74 of last year’s report, the kacln bundii 
was washed away by the rush of water and consequently a masonry wall if 
wide was made in front of the bundii. During June and July 1S94 there was 
collected about 2’ of water in the bundii and it lasted up to July 1 '-9-1. It is 
hoped that if the bundii is full to brim, the water will last much longer. 

45. By order of the Musahib Alii the enforc'ting of the Clilietar hill 
was also taken in hand and 40 Badla plants planted. 

4G. 40S kaclia and IS4 pacca golnis were made for the protection of 
road side, cavalry lines, Bada Bhakcr and Clilietar plants. 9S,19G eft. of ditch 
were also made round plantations and Kaim kliani Rasala lines. 

47. All tlic golras along roads, Ac., and new plantations and nurseries 
were fenced by thorns. The old fences were also thoroughly repaired. 

4S. As to the exotics Shisham has well established itself and is in a 
very flourishing condition. 

49. Tun, though better than last year, is still in a somewhat unsatis- 
factory condition. Bamboo, (Benaras), Tun and Sagwan seeds obtained from 
Saharanpur gardens were sown at Jodhpur in plantation No. 2 in a shady place. 
Bamboo seed germinated well. Tun seedlings came up and subsequently died 
away. Sagwan did not germinate at all. 

50. ilb of bamboo seed gave 403 plants, of these 29S were trans- 
planted at Balsamand along a stream, GO at Residency buildings and 45 at the 
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forest well ; of these 57 at Balsamandj.20 at Residency buildings and 17 at the 
forest well died away during the hot weather, the rest are in a thriving condition. 

(iii) Financial. 

51. 9G0 maunds of grass worth about Rs. 1,200 were obtained from 
plantation So. 1 and 2 and stored for the use of the Raj bullocks. Bor fruit 
was attacked by insects and hence could not be sold. Prunning of trees and 
weeds, &c., from plantations were disposed of for Rs. 75. 

52 , The expenditure for the year compares as follows with that of

(xi; Roads and Buildings. 

53. Roads .-~- Two paths in the Nana forest about 11 miles in length 
were improved and made into cart tracks at a cost ofRs. 36 for the convenience 
of the fuel traders and to facilitate the inspection of the forest. 

54. A new cart track 8 miles long was made for the same purpose in 
Madra and Latara forests at a cost of Rs. 47. 

55. Buildings . — A guard’s hut was built at Nana at a cost of Rs. 8 
. and another at Sadhri for Rs. 12.

Gol (odina woodier) and Kara y a (sterculia ur^isj trees were felled by selection 
method in Nana forests and converted into 2.305 jdanks and scanttings of 
various dimensions at a cost of Rs. 370 (including price of saws, &e.,) and sent 
to Jodhpur Depot. Of these 712 were sold for Rs. -115 up to end of the year. 

59. 35 Dliau scanttings of various sizes from 4 to G eft. each were 

cut in Bebra forest and supplied to the Raj for the construction of the Jawalia 
bungalow lor Rs. 115-8-0 but the amount was not realized during the year. 

GO. 36 Badla Pats (Ficus Bengalcnsis) were cut and stored in Juja- 
war and Kot forests for the use of the State Bagiklu'ma 

61. Fuel. — 1.500 maunds of fuel were obtained from the coppicing of 
10 acres in Desuri forest, of this S70 maunds were sold locally for Rs. 33 and 
345 maunds were supplied to the camp of the Durbar while at Desuri. 

62. 1 75 maunds of dry fuel were collected from Bansor forest and sent 
to Jodhpore Depot. 

63. Charcoal. — Out of coppice stock at Desuri 40 maunds of charcoal 
were made, of this 27 maunds were sold locally for Rs. IS and the reft supplied 
to the Durbar camp while at Desuri. 

64. As heaps of dry lchair wood were rotting in the Kana forests 
525 maunds of charcoal were prepared and sent to Jodhpur Depot. Of this 
1 71 maunds were sold at Jodhpur for Rs 235. 

G5. Bamboos. — Thirty bamboo rhyzomes were supplied to the 
military authorities at, Erinpura for Rs. 2-0-G.

Agreement entered into by the Raipur 
Thakur with the Durbar. 


Tin; Thakur has 

(1.) To place Ms' for-fesiS - for protection and conservancy under the 
charge of a forest Hanger named JDoulnt Ham whose services have been lent by 
the Durbar and who will receive Iris- pay from the Thikana, 

(2.) to observe in his forests all the rules and regulations parsed by 
the Durbar, 

(3.) to give every facility to the Raj Forest Superintendent to inspect 
his forests at intervals and to carry out the suggestions made by him, 

(4.) that if at any time it be known that lie is not enforcing the 
forest regulations or that the forests are receiving material injuries through any 
act or omission on his part or his servants the forest will at once he taken by 
the Raj on condition that 15 annas of net income will go to him and one anna 
in a rupee would be received by the Durbar for its trouble in improving the 
state of his forests, - 

(5.) to cut wood where directed and as directed by the Forest Supe- 
rintendent. 

(G.) to submit annual reports as to the working of his forests regu- 
larly. These reports are to be in addition to the inspection reports which the 
11 a j forest Superintendent will submit.
